JAMAICA NOT TO INCKEASE DUTIES. 


Scheme to Retaliate on the United States 
Defeated in the Council. 

Washington,:D. C., April 2.—O.°O. Eck- 
ford, United States Consul at Kingston, 
Jamaica, has notified the State Department 
of the defeat by the Legislative Council of 
the island of a bill designated to increase ma- 
terially the customs duties on many. articles 
In a mes- 
sage to thie Legislative Council the Governor 
had suggested that the withdrawal of the 
United States from the reciprocity treaty left 
the island free to restore to its tariff some of 
the sources of revenue abandoned under that 
arrangement. The Coloniai Secretary then 
introduced March 12 a bill in line with the 
Governor’s message, and it. is this bill that 
has been defeated.

COMPLAINT OF ARCHBISHOP KAIN, 


Says Catholics Have Not Been Fairly 
Treated Touching the Indian Schools, 
St. Louis, Mo., April 2.—Archbishop Kain 

said in regard to the cutting down by Con- 
gress of appropriations for Catholic Indian 
Schools: ‘I think the government has brok- 
en faith, The Catholics established Indian 
schools, as did the Protestant denominations, 
at the request of the government, which 
promised to maintain the schools if the 
churches built* them. Catholics built more 
schools and had more pupils than the 
others, because our people gave nore money 
for the Indians than did the Protestants, Of 
course, tha Catholics were entitled to larger 
appropriations, and if they got $400,000 and 
others only $100,000 the reason was to be 
found in their devotion to the work and their 
liberality.”

women’s clubs was portrayed. “ The club 
of today,’’ continued the speaker, ‘‘is to 
take woman out of a particular hobby and 
make her a rounded, harmonious, gracious 
person.”’ 

The Chicago woman was duly eulogized. 


* Of all society women,” declared Mrs. Hen- | 


rotin, ‘‘ the Chicago women are more lib- 
eral, more hospitable, quicker to -acknowl- 
edge intellectual charm. As I go about the 
country in the interest of the Federation of 
clubs I find that the women of Chicago are 
looked upon as leaders of the country. This 
distinction brings its responsibilities. If we 
fall short of‘our ideals and the ideals of the 
women of the country much blame will fall 
on our shoulders.”’ 

After reference to several of the promi 
nent Eastern clubs it was mentioned inci- 
dentally that ‘** politics will never be re- 
spectable until women discuss it in the 
home, for it is a question of moral suasion 
rather than of suffrage.’’ 

Continuing: ‘she said, speaking generally 
of clubs: ‘“ The club is the most democrat- 
ic thing in the world. It removes all social 
barriers. In Philadelphia, for instance, it 
used to. happen that one was irvariably 
asked on which side of Market street one 
lived. Today the President of the ‘ New 
Century ’” club of that city happens to live on 
the wrong side of Market street. In order 
to apprectate the advantages of club life 
ask yourself this question: ‘ What might 
my life have been had it not been for my 
club?’ 

‘The club is particularly valuable to the 
stranger in a city. One may say, ‘ There 
are the churches,’ but the church’ does not 
meet all her needs.”’ 

Mrs. Henrotin expressed a preference for 
a club pledge such as several Chicago clubs 
put to new members. The best’ work, she 
said, could- be accomplished by department 
clubs, and the departments, rather than be 
exclusive, should be open to interested wom- 
en outside the club. The talk concluded 
with an outline of the work of the federation 
of clubs. r. 

‘It has been said that the club is usurp- 
ing the work of the church,” said a woman 
when questions wereinorder. “ Is it true?” 

The answer of Mrs. Henrotin was: “‘ I am 
free to confess that nothing would make 
me feel worse than to have women break 
away from the church. The club must not 
in any way antagonize church work. As 
women we have great responsibility in the 
church. As we go forward it must progress. 
We must take up church methods and make 
them interesting. I think the great success 
of the Salvation Army is due to the fact that 
it gives play tothe executive ability of 
women. In the church the authority of 
women must be more ized.’’

Greenway Cabinet Will Not Dissolve<It 


Will Obey People’s Mandate, 

Winnipeg, Man., April 2.—{Special.]—It is 
said theres not the slightest truth in the 
report of division in the Greenway govern- 
ment over the school question, but that each 
member is resolute in his.determination to 
stand by the national schools, no matter 
what the issue may be. To yield to any sug- 
gestion as to the appointment of a commis- 
sion or making a compromise would, it is 
considered, be perfectly suicidal and would 
never be approved by the public. The goy- 
ernment fully recognizes that it has a mahn- 
date from the people of Manitoba to stand 
by the public schooLsystem, and there‘is no 
more intention of departing from that man- 
date than there is of handing over the govy- 
ernment of the province to the Roman Cath- 
olics. Manitoba counts upon the hearty sup- 
port of Ontario in this struggle, as Ontario 
must recognize that if the clergy of Quebec 
are allowed to force separate schools on 
Manito a blow will be struck at equal 
rights in Canada from which the country 
will never recover. It is felt by the govern- 
ment that the right thinking people of Can- 


ada will.never permit the French people of 


Quebec to have their way in this case and 
trample provincial rights under their feet. 
While the government will take the very 
best advice it can obtain in the case and give 
due weight to all considerations, still it is 
asserted there will be no weakening and 
when the time comes it will be seen that the 
government will stand resolutely by the 
national schools. 

Ottawa, Ont., April 2.—At the last session 
of Parliament the customs duty on books 
was changed from 15 per cent ad valorem to 
six cents a pound, with an additional 12% 
per cent on reprints of British copyright 
works. A clause- was attached, however, 
providing that March 27, 1895, is 
tional duty of 12% per cent on reprints of 


? copyright works should cease to be collect 


ed, so that the law today is changed to this 
extent and the protection afforded to Brit- 
ish authors of copyright work has ceased. 
The withdrawal of this duty will doubtless 
contribute to the controversy now going on 
in England over the subject of Canada’s 
right to control this class of legislation.

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‘STAND AS THEY ARE. 


NO OHANGE TO BE MADE IN THE SEN- 
ATORIAL DISTRIOTS, 


Supreme Court Upholds the Apportion- 
ment Law, All the Justices Agreeing 
tn the Decision<—It Says the Legislature 
Acted Within the Power Vested in It= 
Remedy of the People Is in a Constitu- 
tional Amendment or the Election of 
an Assembly te Carry Out Their Wishes. 

Springfield, Ill., April 2.—The Supreme 

Court today rendered a decision upholding 

as constitutional the Senatorial apportion- 

ment act passed by the Legislature in 1893. 

In brief, while it is admitted that the Legis- 

lature might have apportioned the State in 

a way which would have made the repre- 

sentation more nearly equal, it is held that 

that body acted wholly within the domain 
of the discretion vested in it by the Consti- 
tution and that therefore the act must stand. 

The case decided is that of the:People ex 
rel. William H.. Woodyatt, appellants, vs. 

James H. Thompson, County Clerk of Lee 

County, appellee. Woodyatt filed in the Cir- 


ecuit Court of Lee County a petition for a 
‘writ of mandamus to compe? the County 


Clerk to issue notices for the election of 
members of the Legislature at the Novem- 
ber election, 1894, for the territory which, 
under the apportionment actyf 1882, would 
be the Ninéteenth Senatorial District, com- 
posed of the Counties of Lee and Whiteside, 
instead of the Twenty-ninth District under 
the act of 1893, composed of the Counties of 
De Kalb, Kendall, Grundy, and Lee. The 
Circuit Court refused to issue the writ, and 
now the decision is sustained by the Supreme 
Court. 

It was alleged in the petition that the Leg- 
islature had disregarded the constitutional 
requirement that **‘ Senatorial Districts shall 
be composed of contiguous and compact ter- 
ritory, bounded by county lines, and contain 
as nearly as practicable an equal number of 
inhabitants.” Inequalities in population 
and lack of compactness of territory in the 
districts formed by the act of 1893 were the 
chief subjects of complaint, the case hinging 
on these points. The objections applied to 
about one-third of all the districts in the 
State. -: 

Justices Are Unanimous, 

The Supreme Court, in an opinion of 10,- 
000 words (written by Justice Carter and con- 
curred in by all of his associates), discusses 
the case in great detail. Question of jurisdic- 
tion is decisively disposed of, the court hold- 
ing that ‘‘ the suit is properly brought and 
that the court has jurisdiction.”’ Itis point- 


sed out that in passing upon the constitution- 


ality of a statute the courts, where there is 
any reasonable doubt as to whether it is 
constitutional or not, will incline in favor of 
the law and hold it valid. The opinion fur- 
ther says: 

“The intention is plainly manifest in the 
Constitution to preserve the integrity of the 
several counties in the formation of Senato- 
rial districts, except where a county has suf- 
ficient population to make it necessary to di- 
vide it into’separate districts. The county be- 
ing the most important political division of 
the State, its autonomy is expressly guarded 
by the Constitution in the formation of these 
legislative districts, and in importance it is 
placed above the requirements of compact- 
ness of territory and equality of population. 
It might be a far less difficult matter to di- 
vide the State into fifty-one Senatorial dis- 
tricts, formed of contiguous and compact 
territory, and each having substantially the 
same number of inhabitants, if no regard 
were paid to county lines, but it cannot be 
doubted that such an apportionment would 
be plainly unconstitutional. 

‘‘The legislative power is vested in the 
General Assembly, and whether or not the 
power t@® apportion the State into Senato- 
rial districts be deemed legislative, it.is ex- 
pressly vested in the legislative department 
by the Constitution. Besides, no proposi- 
tion is better settled than that a State Con- 
stitution is a limitation upon the powers of 
the Legislature and not a grant of power, 
and that the Legislature possesses every 
power not delegated to some other depart- 
ment or to the Federal Government, or de- 
nied to it by the Constitution of the State or 
of the United States. 

‘“*We are not at liberty, nor are we dis- 
posed to go outside of the Constitution, nor, 
keeping within its bounds, to trespass upon 
the legislative field and set up some stand- 
ard of our own based upon what might be 
deemed the inalienable rights of men or the 
fundamental principles of right and justice, 
or. of republican government, or of some 
principles supposed to underlie the Constitu- 
tion, by which to measure the validity of 
this act of the Legislatyre. It would not be 
lawful to do this.’’ 

Lecisiature Within Its Power. 

The court points out that there are many 
constitutional duties imposed upon other de- 
partments of the government which the 
courts are powerless to enforce, the manner 
ot compliance with such duties being left to 
the sole and final determination of the de- 
partment upon which they are imposeil. 
‘“Nor,’’ continues the opinion, “have the 
courts any power to compel the Legislature 
to act in anycase, however imperatively the 
duty may be imposed upon that body to act. 
So that if the Legislature should wholly neg- 
lect or refuse to pass an apportionment act 
after the lapse of ten years and should leave 
in force an act under which the districts had 
been grossly unequal in population, the peo- 
ple would have no remedy outside of a con- 
stitutional amendment except to elect: a 
General Assembly which would perform the 
duty.”’ 

Continuing the court says: 

“It would: be a new doctrine and one 
fraught with much danger to hold that 
the courts may reverse or “ annul 
acts of other departments in mat- 
ters committed by e° Constitution to 
the judgment and determination of such 
other departments; or in matters where it 
is a question of serious doubt whether they 
are so committed or not, even although the 
courts might be satisfied that in the deter- 
mination of the question by the department 
to which it is committed the Constitution 
has not been properly observed. The only 
remedy for dereliction of duty in such cases 
lies in the frequency of elections by which 
the people may choose others to serve them 
and in the impeachment and removal from 
office of those made subject to that punish- 
ment. This view does not deny the juris- 
diction of the court to pass upon the consti- 
tutionality of the statutes making a Sena- 
torial apportionment to the same extent as 
in other cases, but it does deny the jurisdic- 
tion of the court to follow the statutes any 
further than the boundary line inclosing 
the discretionary powers of the Legislature 
to invade that discretion in any case. 


Not in Ite Discretion. 


“Tt was not discretionary with the Legis- 
lature whether it would or not comply With 
the restrictions respecting the observance of 
county lines, the division of counties, the 
minimum number of inhabitants necessary 
to form a district, and the contiguity of ter- 
ritory in forming districts. Nor was it dis- 
cretionary as to whether or not that body 
would, subject to said limitations, apply the 
principles of compactness of territory and 
approximate equality of population in mak- 
ing the apportionment. But we do hold that 
it was a question for its final determination 
as to what approximation could or should be 
made toward compactness of territory and 
equality in population; and this, too, though 
treating this requirement of the constitution 
as mandatory on the Legislature. In other 
words, if it clearly appeared that the re- 
quirements of compactness of territory and 
equality in population had been wholly ig- 
nored, had not been considered or applied at 
all to any extent, then the statute would be 


clearly unconstitutional. But if it has been” 


considered and applied, though to a-limited 
extent, subject tp the other more definitely 


expressed limitations, then the General As- . 


sembly has not transcended its power, al- 
though it may have very imperfectly per- 
formed its duty, and the act is valid. 

‘Who must finally determine whether or 
not a district is as compact as it could or 
should have been made? Surely not the 
courts, for this would take from the

‘‘ As much.as the disposition of the legis- 
lative majority to obtain an undue partisan 
advantage by Senatorial apportionments at 
the expense of equality in representation is 
to be deprecated the evil cannat be remedied 
by the courts’so long as the power to commit 
it is left in the body on which the duty to 
make the apportionment is imposed. The 
Legislature has exercised this power ever 
since the adoption of the present Constitu- 
tion, and if it were a question upon legal 
principles and decided cases, left gravely 
doubtful, whether the act-of 1893 could be 
by the courts held umconstitutional or not, 
the contemporaneous construction by the 
Legislature, acquiesced in by the other de- 
partments and by the people for nearly a 
quarter of‘a century, would be entitled to 
great weight in sustaining the validity of 
the statutes. 

‘* The definite limitations fixed by the Con- 
stitution show .an intention to circumscribe 
the legislative discretion but not to take it 
away altogether. For the reasons stated 
the statute of 1893 in question must be held 
to be within the power of the General As- 
sembly to enact, and, finding no error in the 
record, the judgment of the Circuit Court is 


affirmed. |

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No Improvement in the Rate Situation in 
Sight—M chigan Central Meets the Grand 
Trunk’s CuteOther Roads Secretly 
Taking All Artic'és of Grain, Chicago to 
New York, at 12 CentaGeneral Freight 
Agents to Meet and Talk Over the Pros- 
pects=General News of the Railroads, 


There is no improvement in the east-bound 
freight rate situation. The Michigan Central 
issued a tariff yesterday making the rate on 
oats 12 cents per 100 pounds, Chicago to 
New York. The Chicago and Grand Trunk 
has not only not given notice of cancellation 
of the reduced rate, but has issued new tariffs 
with the Laccawanna, Lehigh Valley, and 
“Erie roads as additional connections east at 
the 12 cent rate. None of the other roads 
has yet made an open reduction, but it is well 
understood they are ull cutting rates secretly, 
and do not hesitate taking all articles of grain 
at 12 cents per 100 pounds, Chicago to New | 
York, and provisions at 20 cents per 100 
pounds. The Michigan Central people say 
they will openly meet any rate the Chicago 
and Grand Trunk may make, but are ready 
to give notice of restorations whenever the 
Grand Trunk gives such notice.

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The Old Enelish Star Chamber Law of 
Libel in Force tn Washington. 

New York Tribune, March 26: The attempt 
to. remove Mr. Dana to Washington to be 
tried in a criminal court of the District of 
Columbia,for libel on account of an article 
published in the Sun furnishes some start- 
ling suggestions to all who are interested 
in the freedom of the press. One of these is 
that the law of seditious libel, which is gen- 
erally understood to be practically extinct 
in this country, still survives, and may be 
capable of gerforcement in the most arbi- 
trary and oppressive form against the ed- 
|} itors and publishers of every considerable 
newspaper in the United States. It is not 
claimed that Mr. Dana has been personally 
in the District of Columbia for years, or that 
he has done anything but edit and publish 
his newspaper in the City of New York. He 
is charged with violating the laws of the 
District of Columbia because some_.of the 
papers published in New York came in the 
ordinary course of business to be sold and 
circulated_in Washington. .Of course, some 
copies of every important paper in ‘the coun- 
try tind their way to Washington.

Healso 
conceded that he knew of no statute of 
Maryland prior to Feb, 27, 1801, which de- 
declared or defined the crime of libel, except 
the provision.of the Maryland Constitution,

criminal libel in the District of Columbia, 

then, is the law as it existed in England be- 
fore the American Revolution. That law re-

¥ Crop Bulletin Issued by the State Board 
of Agriculture, 4 

Springfield, Ill.,: April °2.—[Special.]—The 
following bulletin on the wheat crop’ was is- 
sued by the State Board of Agriculture to- 
day: 

‘‘This bulletin is issued by the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture in answer to numerous 
inquiries made concernifg the growing win- 
ter wheat crop. The area seeded last fall 
was fully 7 per cent, or 150,000 acres less, 
than the area seeded the preceding season. 
The plant got a fairly good start before win- | 
ter set in, and was rarely without the pro- 
tection of a covering of snow during the 
prevalence of the-extremely cold weather. 
The per cent of the plant destroyed by 
freezing, floods, and fly is so small that but 
few correspondents took it into considera- 
tion at all. Some alarm was caused by the 
drought of the last month, but little dam- 
age was done to the growing crop that will 
not be fully compensated by the general 
rain of last Saturday and Sunday. The av- 
erage condition of 9% points for the growing 
crop April 1 is rather remarkable and prom- 
ises a large yield at harvest if the conditions 
remain favorable. In the Counties of Mad- 
ison, St. Clair, Greene, Pike,Clinton, Jack- 
son, Macoupin, Adams, Montgomery, and 
Washington, where the largest crops of 
wheat in Illinois are raised, the prospect is

Chicago receipts and shipments of live stock for

ment endeavoring to possess the people that 
the government is maladministered by cor- 
rupt persons that are employed in such or 
such stations either in the navy orarmy. To 
say that corrupt officers are appointed to 
administer affairs is certainly a reflection 
upon the government. If people should not 
be called to account for possessing the peo- 
ple with an ill opinion of the government no 
government can subsist. For it is very nec- 
essary for all governments that the people 
Shall have a good opinion of them. And 
nothing can be worse to any government 
than to endeavor to produce animosities as 
to the management of it; this has i- 
ways been looked upon as a crime, and ho 
government can be safe without it is pun- 
ished. Now, you are to consider whether 
these words I have read to you do not tend 
to beget an ill opinion of the administration 
of the government’ Tucthin was convict- 
ed. 

In 1731 the publisher of the Craftsman was 
convicted, for censuring in his newspaper the 
foreign policy of the government in reference 
to the treaty then recently concluded with 
Spain. In 1770 the bookseller who sold the 
celebrated letter of Junius to the King was 
convicted. In 1777 Horne Tooke was con- 
victed for publishing an article which con- 
demned the firing by the British troops upon 
the Americans at Lexington. In 1783 the 
Dean of St. Asaph’s was convicted before 
Lord Mansfield, against the strenuous ani 
magnificent efforts of Erskine, for publish- 
ing in a pamphlet “‘A Dialogue Between a 
Gentleman and a’Farmer,”’ which contained 
the mest ordinary expression of political 
views. 

The expression of opinion, criticism, and 
condemnation of public measures and the 
conduct of public officers which is permitted 
by the law of every State in this Union, and 
by the present law of England, would have 
been criminal under the law of England in 
1776, and is, therefore, criminal today inthe 
District of Columbia. No Judge can change 
that law in the Liistrict, because ninety-four 
years ago Congress enacted that it should be 
continued. It is safe to say that during the 
last year every important newspaper in the 
country has publishe scores of articles about 
our Hawalian policy, the Income Tax law, 
the sugar trust scandal, and other acts or 
the Administration and of Congress, which 
are lawful and proper criticisms in the State 
where the newspaper is published, but are 
criminal libels in the District of Columbia. 

It certainly is matter for serious consider- 
ation whether any administration has the 


-power to enforce such. a law throughout the 


entire country by taking persons charged 
under it from their homes to Washington to 
be tried there before Judges and. by prose- 


-cuting officers whom the administration ap- 


points and before juries selected and drawn 
by other appointees of the administration 


| from a population largely dependent upon 


the administration for its support. It is 
idje to say that Mr. Cleveland’s adminis- 
tration would not att pt such a prosecu- 
tion. We do not feel too sure on this point 
about all the persons wielding adminis- 
trative power in the City of Washington. It 
is conceivable that in this very proceeding 
the action of public officers in the City of 
Washington having the power to prosecute 
is affected by Mr. Dana’s hostile criticisms 
of the Cleveland administration. Two ef- 
forts have been made before this to take 
Mr, Dana to Washington, both of which 
have been clearly traceable to persons in of- 
ficial power in that city. |

It is liable to be 
made at any.time an instrument of oppres- 
sion. The assertion now made of the pow- 
er to take the editor of a newspaper from his 
home to the District of Columbia to try him 
for an article in his newspaper which con- 
stitutes a libel under the laws of that dis- 
trict is a threat against the: liberty of the 
press in every State in the Union: The es- 
tablishment of that pawer would limit, in- 
fringe upon, and reduce the liberty of the 
press. The time to protect and defend that 
liberty is now, when the power is asserted, 
by a universal and indignant denial that 
such a power exists in any case whatever.

“IT MAY MAKE TROUBLE FOR TRUSTS, 


Supreme Court Decisioa in the Bishop vs. 
American Preservers Case. 

In Bishop vs. The American Preservers 
Company the Illinois Supreme Court has 
handed down a decision of much importance. 
The American Preservers trust accomplish- 
ed reorganization in 1888, in consequence of 
decisions rendered in actions against the 
Standard Oil company for -.maintaining a 
trust. Bishop had turned his cannery into 
the original trust and had been appointed by 
it manager of the plant. Disputes.arose and 
suit was brought by the company claiming 
that Bishop had not accounted toit. Inthe 
lower court Bishop attempted to furnish évi- 
dence that @ trust still existed. The plain- 
tiffs’ attorneys opposed him and were sus- 
tained by the court. On appeal the Appel- 
late Court decided for the Preservers com- 
pany. The Supreme Court reverses the Ap- 
pellate Court and remands the case for new 
trial. 

The Supreme Court’s opinion discusses the 
trust agreement and characterizes it as an 
illegal contract in restraint of trade. The 
court declares the law will not enforce any 
agreement which has for its purpose the cre- 
ation of a monopoly in violation of public 
policy. A company, it is said, cannot enter 
into partnership. One ruling is of special 
interest in connection with the announced 
intention of the whisky trust reorganizers 
to charter the neW company in New Jersey 
and the reports that other corporations 
whose validity is questioned will seek license 
from other States to do business. 
ing is that a company organized in another 
State must be subject to the laws of Illinois 
if it attempts to do business therein. Attor- 
ney-General Moloney, was asked yesterday 
what effect this ruling would have on ‘his 
actions, if the reorganized whisky trust, as 
the creation of another State, continued to 
operate as a trustin Illinois. He replied: 

“Wait gnd see. Speaking generally, the 
decision affirms what I have contended for 
in all the quo-warranto proceedings against 
trusts.”’

REPORTED DEATH IN THE SOUTH OF 
WILLIAM ZIEGLER. 


One of Brooklyn’s Most Prominent Citi- 
‘Zens and Known Throughout the Coun- 
try—One of the Organizers of the Royal 
Baking Powder Company and the Or- 
ganizer of the Price Biking Powder 
Company of Chicago—Strong Appeal to 
Republican Voters of New York State. 


, New York, April 2.—A report reached 


had been drowned from his yacht Robinson 
Crusoe while on a cruise off 
Florida. My. Seigler, in company with 
William H, Flagler of Standard 
Oil fame, left for Florida March 16 last. 
Judge Gaynor of this city had been invited to 
tinake one of the party, but owing to his hav- 
ing to appear before the Friday investiga ting 
committee he was unable to go. The partic- 
ulars received here in regard to the reported 
accident to the yacht were meager. The re- 
port, however, was generally credited. 

William Zeigler was born at Muscatine, 

Ta., about fifty-two yeafs ago, He lived fora 
time at Syracuse, N. Y., and afterwards re- 
movedto New York. In conjunction with 
Dr. Hoagland and the iatter’s brother, J. H. 
Hoagland, and John H. Beal, he organized 
the Royal Baking Powder company, with a 
capital of $60,000, Some years 
afterwards“ he sold his share to the 
other members of the company. 
He invested largely in real estate in Brook- 
lyn, and later organized the Cream Powder 
} company ot New Jersey and aiso the Price 
Baking Powder company of Chicago. For a 
time he was largely interested in politics in 
this city, andin 1891 he was nominated as 
the Republican eandidate for Mayor of Brook- 
lyn. He refused, however, to accept the 
nomination. 

Mr. Zeigler was an owner in the Brooklyn 

‘Eagle, holding a considerable amount of stock 
in that newspaper. He was a widower and 
had no children. 

It was stated tonight that John J, Wells, 
who had lived for many years at the Mansion 
House, Brooklyn, and who was manager of 
the Monford Crockery company of Trenton, 
N. J., had also accompanied Mr. Zeigler and 
Mr. Flagier on their trip to Florida. 


SAY REFORM PLEDGES MUST BE KEPT, 


New York City Republicins Issue an Ad- 
dres« to the State, ‘ 

New York, April 2.—[Special.]—There will 
be published tomorrow,a statement of the ex- 
act situation of the Republican party in ‘this 
county and the relation that situation bears to 
the future success of the party in the State. 
The document is addressed *“*Tothe Repub- 
iican voters of the State of New York,’’. and 
is the result of numerous consultations 
and much thought by a dozen or so 
of the leading Republicans of the Union 
League ciub, The names signed include those 
of C. N. Bliss, Elihu Root, John Claflin, 
‘Horace Porter, Samuel Thomas, William 

- Brookfield, Horace Russell, Edward Mitchell, 
S.V. R. Cruger, Jvei B. Erhardt, John R. 
Van Wormer, H. E. Howland, H. W. Cannon, 
and:-M, C. Borden. | 

It is notan anti-Platt document, although 
the views it takes and measures it urges are 
in direct opposition to the ex-Senator, who is 
not mentioned either directly or inferentially. 
In fact, personalities have been carefuliy 
avoided and generalities only dealtin. It 
makes u dignified and forcerul argument and 
closes with an earnest appeal to all Republic- 
ans to aid in sécuring the passage by the Leg- 
islature of such reform measures as will en- 
able Mayor Strong to keep the promises made 
by and for him. 

According to the figures the Republican 
party in.the State has gained 30,000 votes 
through the municipal campaign of last 
November. This result is attained by com- 
pafing and analyzing the votes for Governor 
in this city in 1888, 1891, and 1894. 
The 30,000 represent the Democrats, Mug- 
wumps, Independent voters, and others, who, 
for the purpose of securing good government 
to New York City, not only voted for Mayor 
Strong, but believing that he should have en- 
tire support from the Legislature and Execu- 
tive at Albany, cast their votes for Gov. Mor- 
ton. 

These men, it is assumed, will continue to 
act with the Republicans of the State of New 
York so long as they believe that the welfare 
of the city and not political advantage of any 
leader or set of leaders is its first considera- 
tion. So far the:course of the Legislature has 
not been such as tu strengthen this belief, and 
the point is made that the tuture course at 
Albany must be far different from the past if 
these 30,000 men are to be held in the Re- 
publican party of the State. 

The vital importance of retaining to the 
purty the 30,000 men gained in November is 
shown by a reference to the gubernatorial 
elections of the last twenty years, during 
which time no Republican was elected when 
se againsta single Democratic oppo- 
nent. In that time the 30,000 votes gained 
last November would have elected every Re. 
publican nominee save one, 

The address adds: 

“They saw that the Republican party in 
this city had fully committed itself to the 
cause they had at heart (the upbuilding of 
municipal government on non-partisarship 
lines),and they bélieved the party in-the State 
‘would support and sustain its pledge. To 
make good the promise made by the party 
the city must pass the reform measures 
which have been pending in the Legislature 
for some time past. These measures pro- 
vidé for reorganization of public schools: 
abolishing the present Tammany Hall ap- 
pointed police justices by creating new po- 
lice magistrates -to be appointed by the 
Mayor; reorganizing the police department.” 


MACHINE BURSTS BEFORE IT CAN FLY, 


Sallor with the “Aerial Fligh” 
Fails in His Experiment. 

New York, April 2.—[{Special.]—Johan Al- 
fred Jonasson, sailor, who lives at: No. 17 
Hamilton street, believed he had solved the 
problemaf aerial flight. Today he made his 
great’experiment with his flying machine. 
The ‘net-Tfesult was a quantity of hardwood 
splinters and broken glass, general wreck of 
the machine, and more experience to Jonas- 
son’s credit. 

An early hour was chosen to avoid the cu- 
rious, the spot selected being Battery Park. 
Jonasson had fitted to his contrivance a pow- 
erful electric battery with which to work the 
wings, but this proved too strong for the 
fragile frame. As he did not propose the ma- 
chine should get away without him, the in- 
ventor loaded it with weights, to be removed 
when he took his seat behind the glass win- 
dows with which his pilot box was fitted. 
Then the battery was started, and with a 
mighty rush the fore and aft propellers re- 
volved at the rate of 300 revolutions a min- 
ute, 

Before Jonasson could mount his flying 
hobby there was a terrible crash and a 
shower of splintered woodwork, for the en- 
tire apparatus had burst. The sailor sadly 
carted the wreck away and again shipped as 
man before the mast to earn more money to 
invest in his pet project. He will sail to- 
morrow abord the barkentine Evinta, bound 
for the West Indies. 

This would be sky-sailor claims witK $50 
more at his disposal he could have built a 
machine of metal which would have borne 
the strain of his battéry power and must 
have proved successful. When he has saved 
enough he will try again.. His fying ma- 
chine was shaped like a bird, the sailor hav- 
ing drawn his idea from a seagull.

Mayor Strong Present: Startling Figures 
as to Gotham'’s Debts. 

New York, April 2.—[Special.]—Mayor 
Strong today sent a communication to the 
Board of Aldermen, showing that under the 
rule of the Democratic boss the people were 
led to believe by the reports from the - Con- 
trolier’s office thatthe debt of this city was 
$105,777,854, while in reality to that amount 
should be added $7,020,616, for which 
amount bonds were prepared and not issued, 
ahd also $19,879,660 for improvements 
which the city is pledged to undertake, thus 
making the actual total debt $132.697,130. 
This is a startling exhibit.

It is attributable to the resuit of a sys- 
tem of financial jugglery practiced by the 

revious administration in an apparent en- 
, michcaas to mislead the public into the inno- 
cent belief that, notwithstanding the liberal 
and perhaps wasteful expenditures on special 
accounts during the year, particularly by the 
Park Department under the $1,000,000 act, 
ostensibly to give work to the unemployed, 
the debt of the city had not been increased to 
the proportions’that the statements he sub- 
mits indicate.

ANTI-TOXINE IS FREE FROM BLAME, 


Examination Shows It Did Not Cause the 
‘ Death in Brooklivn, 

New York, April 2.—[Special.]—Expert ex- 
amination into the cause of the death of the 
young woman who is supposed to have died 
from the effects of an injection of anti- 
toxine administered for diphtheria in Brook- 
lyn last Friday clears the anti-toxine itself 
from blame. Dr. E. W. Wilson, chief of the 
Bureau of Bacteriology of the Brooklyn 
Health Department, makes this fact clear 
in his report to Health Commissioner Em- 
ery, made today. Dr. Paul Gibier, prob- 
ably the foremost exponent of anti-toxine 
in this country, says the suddenness of the 
girl’s syncope was likely due to the de- 
taching of a croupous pseudo-membrane in 
her trachea which in falling shut off the 
breath from smaller but important bron- 
chial branches and so practically strangled 
her to death. He does not think the intro- 
duction of a globule of air into her circula- 
tion could have wrought any such deadly 
effects. Neither could any accidental sep- 
tic condition of the anti-toxine have caused 
such sudden degeneration of the blood. At 
the Pasteur Institute here, over which Dr. 
Gibier presides, over -30,000 doses of the sev- 
eral anti-toxines have been injected either 
merely under the skin or into the veins. 
There has been no death and no other mor- 
bid sequel in any of those cases. 


DR. KANE REPURTED DYING AGAIN, 


Fear Mitigated by. Former Strange Cata- 
leptic Experiences, 

New York, April 2.—[{Special.]—The Rev. 
Dr. James J. Kane, late chaplain of the 
Brooklyn Navy Yam, is reported to be dying 
of pneumonia in England. His son-in-law, 


| John Pettit of Brooklyn, received a lettera 


few days ago telling him to have hope, as his 


coffin and is still alive. 

Dr. Kane has had an extraordinary career. 
In 1863 he was the leader of an expedition to 
blow up the confederate fleet in Mobile Bay, 
and would have succeeded but fora slight 
unforeseen accident. After the war while 
his ship was quartered in Jamaica he caught 
yellow fever and died, so far as appearances 
went. 

He was placed in his coffin, but, although 
apparently dead, he saw and heard every- 
thing that'passed. After eight hours in the 
coffin he sat up, to the terror of the colored 
man whose duty it was to keep watch over 
him. Some years later, while in Norfolk 
Navy Yard, of which he was chaplain, he ap- 
peared to die the second time and remained 
in a cataleptic state forty-eight hours. When 
he recovered or was resuscitated he left 
the navy, and, completing his studies,joined 
the church. 

Dr. Kane obtained leave of absence this 
time last year and soon after was placed on 
the retired list. 


ITS MANAGERS ARE EXONERATED, 


Equitable Mutual Five Insurance Com- 
p’>nv Take« Unexpected Ac‘ion, 

New York, April 2:—[Special.]—The Board 
of Directors of the Equitable Mutual Fire 
Insurance Incorporation held a meeting to- 
day to decide upon what action should be 
taken in regard to the letter of the Superin- 
tendent of Insurance to the Attorney-Gen- 
eral suggesting that the corporation be put 
in the hands of a receiver for making false 
statements to the insurance department as 
to the amount of its cash capital. Contrary 
to all expectations the directors today ex- 
onerated the managers, James R. Skinner 
& Co., against whom the charges of fraudu- 
lent misrepresentations were made, and 
made no change in the officials. All of the 
directors were present but two. 

The insurance department has completed 
the examination of the corporation, but 
has not published it yet, and so the directors 
will now await the publication. 

The Insurance committee of the State Leg- 
islature will give the Lloyds association a 
hearing at Albany Thursday of this week in 
regard to the pending Lloyds bill. 


HOTEL THIEF IS CAPTURED, 


S. J. Richards. Believed to Be One of a 
Much Wanted Gone. 

New York, April 2.—[{Special.]—A man who 
said he was Samuel J. Richards, but who re- 
fused to give his address, is locked upin the 
Church Street, Police Station on a charge of 
burglary. The police believe he is one of the 
gang of thieves who have been working the 
hotels of this and other cities during the 
last six months. The man was arrested to- 
day in the Murray

Murray of the Astor House. He registered 
a week ago at the Astor House as J. W. 
Richardson of Louisville, Ky., and was as- 
signed to Room No. 330; on the fourth floor. 
He had not been in the hotel long before the 
guests who occupied adjoining rooms began 
to report thefts of small articles from their 
rooms. He left suddenly, and, suspicion at- 
taching to him, detectives located him today 
at the Murray Hill, where he was registered 
as Henry W. Niles of Cincinnati.

LOOKS LIKE WINSLOW 


PROBABLY HAS DEFEATED OLEMENT- 
SON POR THE SUPREME OOURT. 


Early This Morning the Return: Change 
the Figures froma Heavy Mejority for 
the Kepub ican to an Apparently Sub- 
st intial Vietory for the Démocrat= 
How the Manicipal Elections’Go in 
Wisconsin= Michigan Republican Pluar- 
ality- May Ran Up to 60, 080, 


Milwaukee, Wis., April 3.—jSpecial.|— 
Late returns this morning indicate that 
Justice Winslow, D., may be elected Supreme 
Court Judge instead of Clementson, who, up 
to midnight, was supposed to have 
won by from 5,000 to 10,000 majority. 
One hundred towns and villages outside of 
Milwaukee County give Winslow a majority 
over Clementson of 4,421, which gives him a 
lead of 5,500 in the State. 4 

In the municipal elections throughout the 
State the returns which have been received up 
to midnight would indicate that the hours are 
about even. The Republicans have elected 
town tickets at Chippewa Falls, Manitowoc, 
Monroe, Broadhead, Beaver Dam, Neilsville, 
Hudson, Ashland, West Superior, and Racine. 
The Democrats curried Berlin, Madison, West 
Bend. Piymouth, Durand, Chilton, Janesville, 
and Hayward. 

Judge Frank M. Fish was elected Judge of 
the First Judicial Circuit without opposition. 

In this city there was absolutely no interest 
taken in the election and but one man in four 
came out to vote, Judge Emil Wallber, Rep., 
for Municipal Judge, was elected over E. Q. 
Nie, non-partisan, by a vote of 11.166 -to 
4,653. Noie B. Nolen, Rep., 
Judge, received 9,524, against 7,667 for 
Julius Bress, non-partisan. Frank Woller, 
Kep., was elected Cierk of the Municipal 
Court without opposition, receiving 13,065 
votes. The vote for Associate Justice of the 


Supreme Court in this e.ty was Winslow, .

MICHIGAN ROLLS UP BIG FIGURES, 


Republican State Candidates Receive from 
36,000 to 60,000 Piurality. 

Detroit, Mich., April 2.—[{Special.]—Prac- 
tically complete returns from every county 
in the State indicate that Judge Moore, R.,: 
has been elected Justice of the Supreme 
Court by 36,000 plurality, and Butterfield 
and Hackley Regents of the State Univer- 
sity by 36,500 and 38,000 plurality respect- 
ively. The amendment to the State Consti- 
tution increasing the salaries of State offi- 
cers was lost by a three-fourths vote. For 
Congress in the Third District Milnes, R., 
has:a majority over Todd, Fusionist, of 
1,115. In this district Burrows received 11,- 
000 plurality last November. In the Tenth 
Senatorial District Smith of Jackson Coun- 
ty to fill a vacancy receives 1,250 majority. 
Returns from the interior counties on the 
St&te ticket tonight ‘have-shown such a re- 
markable increase in the Republican vote 
that, if kept up, they will give Moore 60,000 
plurality. He is now certain to have over 
50, 000, 


OHIO WOMEN VOTE FOR REPUBLICANS 


Their Influence Is Thrown Against the 
Democratic Candidates. 
Cincinnati, O., April 2.—The influence of 
the women of Ohio, who voted yesterday 
for the first time, was largely in favor of 
Republican candidates, but here and there 
they voted for Democrats. In one town, 
London, the women handsomely defeated 
the men on both the Republican and Demo- 
cratic tickets. Many were elected through- 
out therState. Mistakes in casting ballots 

defeated some of their candidates. 

Massillon, O., .April 2.—Mrs. C, McEver- 
hard, President of the Ohio Woman's Suf- 
frage Association, speaking of the result of 
the Ohio election,: said: 

‘The women of Ohio have taken hold and 
demonstrated that women can enter poli- 
tics successfully and without loss of dignity 
of self-respect. The experience of one cam- 
paign has settled the school suffrage issue 
for all time to come. We are now looking 
into the future, hopeful of. adding to our 
present privileges and in the good time to 
come of sharing political responsibility 
equally with men. I think it will be a num- 
ber of years before any material change is 
made in our political condition. It is not 
true that we propose to ask for mtinicipal 
suffrage at the hands of the next General 
Assembly. Under the present Constitution 
the power of the Legislature is very limited. 
We shall offer a bill at the next session, but 
it will be in the nature of an amendment to 
the existing law.”’ 


LIGHT VOTE IN KANSAS CITIES.

Wets in the Lead in the Prohibition Fight 
-—Few Women Vote. 

Topeka, Kas., April 2.—([Special. ]—The 
vote cast in this city was not half of the reg- 
istration, being the lightest cast for many 
years. Both Democrats and Populists polled 
every yote possible, but the returns at mid- 
night showed the’ Republican candidate for 
Mayor had received about three to one, with 
strong Republican precincts not reported. The 
election in other Kansas cities shows a light 
vote, with but few straight party fights, the 
contest in many cities being two Republicans 
championmg local issues. At Arkansas City 
there is a hot fight over water-works ques- 
tions; at Fort.Scott and other border and river 
towns the fight is wet or dry, with the wets in 
the lead. The woman vote ail over the State 
is reported exceedingly light. In Topeka the 
women cast the smallest vote in many years, 
a majority of those voting being Populists 
who were anxious tu assist that party in hold- 
ing its own in the Topeka vote,

He Will Not. Drown 
Himself. 


(From the Troy, N. Y.¢ Times.) 

R. W. Edwards, of Lansingburgh, N. Y., 
was prostrated by sunstroke during the war, 
and it has entailed on him peculiar and seri- 
ous consequences.

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AN OVERWHELMING SWIFT MAJORITY. 

A mountain fell on Wenter yesterday and 
crushed him and the Democratic party and 
the Democratic machine. The voters rose up 
in their ynight and said that they had’ had 
enough of Democratic misgovernment. They 
have givén Swift and the Republican ticket 
over 40,000 majority. The former has the 
heaviest majority ever given a Mayor in Chi- 
cago, the highest previously being 27,000 
for Roche in 1887. The Republican ma. 
jority in the city last ll was 
44,000. Fifteen months ago the voters gave 
Swift a small majority, which was wiped out 
by frauds on the part of repeaters and of elec- 
tion officers. Yesterday they determined 
there should be no mistake as to their ver- 
dict, and they roiled up a vote for him which 
frauds, no matter how extensive, could not 
overcome, 

The heavy vote.cast, equalto that of last 
fali,; testifies to the deep interest taken by the 
voters. The Republicans polled more votes 
than they didin November, some of them 
drawn from the People’s party, which fell off 
greatly and which might as well disband now, 
and some from ‘Democrats who wanted to 


| smash the party machine and ’putan. end to

‘whe credit for this vietory does not belong 
to Swift alone.

THOSE CATTLE-FEEDING CONTRACTS. 

The petition filed Monday by Receiver Mc- 
‘Nulta alleges a curious state of affairs in the 
management of the whisky trust. To all the 
world outside tine trust seemed to be a combi- 
nation among the proprietors of some eighty 
distilleries in the United States to make the 
public pay tribute to them, and rule the whisky 
trade as witha rod of iron. To all the other 
members of the trust it must now appear that 
there was an inner combination consisting of 
Greenhut and Morris, the first named being 
the chief, and that those other members were 
treated as if they had no rights these two were 
bound to respect. In reality the whole ne- 
farious arrangement was a scheme for the 
enrichment of Greenhut, with as much profit 
to Morris as was necessary to make the other 
feature a success, 

If the statements made by Receiver Mc- 
Nulta be correct Messrs, Greenhut and Mor- 
ris, as officers of the whisky trust, made cat- 
tle feeding contracts with themselves as cat- 
tle owners. They agreed to furnisha large 
number of cattle with so much slop per day, 
charging therefor very much less than the ac- 
tual value of the stuff during eight months of 
the year. and nothing the other four months. 
They, as cattle feeders, required themselves, 
as distiliers, torun their houses whether it 
were profitable todosoor not, and to use 
corn meal at a high cost for feedmg the ani- 
mals when there was not enough slop to fill 
their stomachs and the bill. It is said by 
others who are in a position to know that the

price fixed in the contract for the distillery | 


slops represented amounted to somne $180,- 
000 per year less than the material would have 
brought had the contract been drawn in the 
customary form and on the proper price 
basis, and this besides another large amount 
which ‘was not paid for slops furnished. It is 


thought possible that the whole amount per - 


year with which Greenhut and Morris, as 
bosses of the whisky trust, favored them- 


selves, as cattle feeders, could not be much | 
less than a quarter of a million dollars. No 


wonder that the receiver claims, if the con- 
tract were carried out. it would bapkrupt the 
whisky combination, and for that reason de- 
clares the contract is not binding. 

One other fact not mentioned in th's-peti- 


. tion is necessary to a full understanding of 


the peculiar claims that President Greenhut 
established to esteem by other members of the 
combination. Itis that he speculated to a 


_farge extent in the stock of the whisky trust 


for his own personal benefit and at least on 
one occasion to the great detriment: of the 
interests of the other stockholders. The whole 
history of the affair strongly suggests the 
story of the skin. gambler who proposed to his 
associates that they should swindle others and 
left the would-be rogues to discover that they 
themselves were the principal victims of the 
operation.

THE LEGISLATIVE GERRYMANDER: 8US5- 
TAINED. 

' The Supreme Court has decided that the 
Democratic legislative gerrymander of two 
years ago is constitutional. While the court 
deprecates the disposition of a legislative ma- 
jority “to obtain an undue partisan ad- 
vantage at the expense of equality in represen- 
tation”’ itis of the opinion that relief cannot 
be obtained from the courts, but at the ballot 
box from the people. But how the people 
are to shake off a gerrymander and prevent 
its becoming perpetual the Judges do not 
explain. 

The court says that it has jurisdiction to pass 
upon the constitutionality of an apportion- 
ment law, but asserts that where the discre- 
tionary power of the Legislature begins the 
power of the judicial department ends. In 
the present case, say the Judges, it is not dis- 
cretionary with the Legislatune to obey or 
disobey the constitutional requirements about 
the compactness of territory and approximate 
equality of population. But the manner ‘in 
which those principles have been applied, if 
applied at all, cannot be reviewed by the 
court, 

If the General Assembly has done its work 
imperfectly, making some diktricts in ac- 
cordance with the Constitution and others not, 
then, according to the doctrine laid down, 
the courts cannot intervene. A partial ignor- 
ing of the Constitution is permissible. but not 
a total one. Just what percentage of infrac- 
tion will justify judicial intervention is. not 
stated, 

So the gerrymander is saddled on the peo- 
ple, and they are advised gravely by the 
Judges to punish the people who made it. 
They did punish a good many at the last 
election, but the gerrymander remains in 
force and will continue in force for about 
eight years to come, And the Legielature 
elected under that gerrymander will make the 
next apportionment, which will be a gerry- 
mander also, if the Democrats are in power 
at that time. 

The decision of the court is a timid one, 
Disinclination to interfere with the action of 
the Legislature is natural, but on this occa- 
sion there was abundant ground for doing so. 
Instead of enforcing the Constitution the 
court has given its sanction to gerrymanders 
by declaring that unless the Legislature dis- 
regards the provisions of the Constitution in 
making all the fifty-one Senatorial districts, 
or nearly all of them, it wiil not interfere. If 
a partisan majority can gerrymander a dozen 
districts it is perfectly satistied. It appears 
that can be done with h impunity.

plated by the free silver extremists, who de- 
mand the adoption of free silver coinage by 
the United States without waiting for the aid 
or consent of any other nation on earth. The 
great mass of the people here, except those 
of them who have not taken the trouble to 
think closely on the subject, believe that but 
for the bold stand taken by the President we 
should ere this have beén struggling in the 
throee of a ‘financial panic. of 1895,” one 
far worse than that which set in nearly two 
years ago. Furthermore, they know that the 
moment he announced he had taken action 
to meet the crisis precipitated by the free sil- 
ver extremists the cloud of distrust began to 
dissipate and that business since then has 
been improving almost steadily. They feel 
that as he took: that position independent of

LIBEL LAW OF THE DISTRICT OF COLUM- 
. BIA, 
It appears from the statements of the Wash- 


ington correspondent of a New York paper 
printed in another column that the law of 
criminal libel in the District of Columbia is 
the tyrannical, oppressive law which was in 
force in England prior to the -Revajution. 
Odious and vindictive features which have 
ceased to exist abroad and which pever were 
tolerated in this country except during the 
brief period when the sedition law was on, the 
statute books, still exist at the capital of the 
country. 


The only statute about libel is the Act of 


Congress of 1801, which continued ia force 
the common law of Maryland. That common 
law was the common law of England as it 
existed July 4, 1776. By the English law of 
that date, based largely on the practice of the 
Court of Star Chamber, any publication 
which criticised unfavorably the conduct of 
the government. or any of its departments 
was libelous. That the strictures were mild 
and couched in courteous language made no 
difference. It was held that any publication 
which tended to give the people an ill opinion 
of their government was libelous. 

Therefore, under the only libel law which 
exists in the District of Columbia, it is clear 
that any paper printed there which assails the 
President because of his course regarding 
Hawaii, the silver question,.or any other mat- 
ter can be indicted for jibel, just as were men 
who denounced President Adams in 1799, 
Any head of a department who has been 
hauled overethe coals by a Washington news- 
paper can secure the indictment and convic- 
tion of its publisher.

Jackson’s temperament had known that such 
was the law he would have made it exceeding- 
ly lively for hia newspaper critics—and he 
had some very sharp ones—while he was in

The question of the. power of the courts of 
the Federal District to extradite Mr. Dana will 
be carried up to the Supreme Court. Itshould 
settle the matter once for all by deciding that 
the place where redress is to be obtained if a 
wrong has been committed is the place where 
the paper was printed and not some place it 
happened to wander into. And when Con. 
gress meets it should . puss a libel law for the 
District repealing provisions which are ab- 
horrent to modern conceptions of a free gov- 
ernment and a free press. 


Last fall the Republicans carried Michigan 
by over 100,000.

°| CRAZE FOR BICYCLES. 


LIVERY STABLE KEEPERS ARE PEEL- 
ING THE EFFEOTS SORELY. 


Marked Falling Off in the Use of Horses 
and Huggies=The Sunday Traffic Is 
Injured Seriously Already~Bicycle 
Wagons and Carriages Are Coming= 
Country Heuse Pur:ies in England, 
Says Lady Colin Campbell,.Are a Deadly 
Bore-lHllegitimacy in France, 


New York Sun: So widespread has the 
bicycling crage become that the livery sta- 
ble keepers are beginning to feel the effects 
of it sorely. It is the Sunday trade, the best 
paying trade in the livery business, that has 
fallen off chiefly, the reason being that the 
young men who used to take their girl 
friends driving every pleasant Sunday aft- 
ernoon now take them bicycling instead ata 
much smaller expense. A horse and buggy 
costs about $5 for a Sunday afternoon, while 
a pair of bicycles can be rented.all day at $2 
apiece, or a tandem for about $4. The nat- 
ural result is that every Jack who has a bi- 
cycle is teaching his Jill to ride, or if Jill is 
the cyclist she is insisting that Jack shall 
purchase or hire a wheel, so that he can ac- 
company her on her Sunday afternoon spins, 
and. the academies where riding is taught 
are full of bruised but persevering learners 
in the art of wheeling. 

Walk along any of the boulevards of this 
city or Brooklyn some fine Sunday afternoon 
and you can see the result of this. There 
will be two bicycles out for every horse and 
‘buggy, and a good proportion of the bicyc- 
ling, you will find, is done in pairs, Which 
means much loss of custom to the stables. 
A man up-town who is wise in the matter of 
horses said recently in discussing the mat- 
ter: 

‘**One outside the livery business can 
hardly believe what a falling off in trade 
there has been since bicycling becatMme so 
popular. As long as it was contined to men 
it didn*t make much difference, but‘as soon 
as the girls began to take it up our profiis 
went flying. Why, even as early in the sea- 
son as this you can see the.machines spin- 
ning every decent roadway hereabouts, but 
you see mighty few rigs with ’em. If it’s 
that bad now what will it be when the dry 
season comes and the roads are all easy for 
the wheels? 

‘* Why, a fellow whose gir! rides a bicycle, 
and there’s an awful lot of 'em that do, can 
just take her spinning down to Coney Is- 
land, or off, in the Jersey roads, or up the 
Hudson River, or down on Staten Island for 
good long ride and get back before dark, and 
we livery men can sit in our stables and 
twirl our fingers and wonder how we're go- 
ing to make business pay with no trade to 
speak of Sunday, when business ought to be 
liveliest and prices biggest. Why, I’'H bet 
that 5” percent or more of the girls that used 
to make the Sunday livery trade profitable 
have learned how to ride wheels. I tell you 
for a fact, I know three livery men in this 
city, all of ’em prosperous and all of ’em 
old hands in the business, and they’re going 
to give it up this summer. I met one of ’éem 
the other day and asked him how things 
were going and he told me he was going to 
quit. - 

‘* *What’s to pay?’ I said. ‘Made your pile?’. 

** ‘No,’ said he, ‘but-I don’t want to lose 
what I’ve got. There’s nothing in horses. 
I’m going into a better line, where there’s 
money.’ 

‘**What’s that?’ I asked. 

** *Ricycles,’ saidhe. ‘Don’t have to groom 
"em, don’t have to feed ’em, and they don’t 
get sick and cost you ‘‘vet’’ bills. Besides 
that you can get prices for ‘em where your 
horses won't be hired out enough to get ex- 
ercise. There’s no more money in keeping 
horses until they make a law declaring bi- 
cycling a criminal offense, for everybody is 
stuck on the wheels, and if something don't 
happen you won't see any horses in this city 
a few years from now except on drays and 
street cars. No more horse forme. I'm go- 
ing to get in out of the rain,’ said he, 
and I guess he was pretty near right. 

“IT know it to be a fact that probably the

Chinese began to pour out on the road leading 
westward toward Shwang Tai. Many got away 
by scattering right and left. but the course was 
presently closed, as at Newchwang, and the major- 
ity of those who afterward tried to force a 
passage were slain. More than 1,000 dead 
bodies were counted within a mile of the west- 


ern wall. 
Japs Lose Few. 

The losses of the Japanese are estimated not 
to exceed 200 killed and wounded. Of the na- 
tive forces, which, at the beginning of this 
month, held possession of the vast plain through 
which the Liao River runs, hardly a vestige now 
remains. The fragments may perhaps be united, 
but they cannot. be made formidable unless it be 
to theirown harassed countrymen. Reports of 
the death of both Wu and Sung are circulated, 
but not yet verified. The only Japanese officer 
of high rank injured is Col. Sato of the Third 
Division, who received a slight wound in the 
shoulder while leading his troops to the assault 
on Newchwang. 

Shortly after the Japanese entered Tien 
Chwang Tai, flames broke out in several places, 
and in spite of- all endeavors to subdue, the 
greater part of the town was destroyed. 

A body of 1,000 armed Chinese: is devastating 
the eastern districts of Shing King Province, 
just beyond the Japanese lines north of Feng 
Hwang (or Hong Hwong). A battalion of cavalry 
has been sent to disperse the marauders. 

An official list of Chinese killed and wounded 
up.to the time just preceding the expedition to 
Wei Hai Wei has been published by the native 
newspaper Shen Pao. It acknowledges 6,600 
killed, 9,600 wounded, and 1,200 prisoners.

TRIES TO BLOW UP A HERO'S STATUE, 


Hentzi Monument at Buda Pest Threat- 
ened with a Dynamite Bomb.

ALBERT LAMMORIS, TBE FRIEND OF 
| ‘THE HOMELESS, DIES. 


Proprietor | ~ a Nuamber of Cheap but 
Well Appointed Lodging-Houses in 
Different Parts of the City=He Was 

_ Generous. to a Fanit and Loved by the 

Thoqsands Whom He Hed Benefited 
During Life=Hard Campaiga > Work 
Kills Him.) 

Albert Lammoris, the “ best friend that 
the Romeless poor of Chicago ever had,’”’ died 
at his home, No» 113 South Clinton street, at 
4 o'clock yesterday afternoon... Never was a 
‘man moresincerely mourned by the thousands 
whom he had benefited and by those who 
knew him best than is the proprietor of the 
Friendship House and the other cheap lodg- 
ing places which he conducted. Mr. Lam- 
moris’ death wasdue to pneumonia contract- 
ed while he was was working for the Repub- 
lican ticket durmmg the last campaign. Mr. 
Lammoris was an intense Republican, Yes- 
-terday afternoon to his partner, John F. 
Hodges, who was at his bedside, he said: 

* Weil, John, I guess I’m done for, but the 
old party'wins. I feel it. And it’s by a big 
majority, too.” . 

Half an hour later he was dead. 


Albert Lammoris was a native of Holland. 


and was 37 years of age... He was brought to 
this country when 2 years old and for a time 
lived in Michigan. His parents died, and 
when 8 years old he came to Chicago. Since 
that tine he had earned his own living. In 
1881 he had suved. enough money to engage 
-_ §n the furniture business and opened a store 
at Nos. 234 and 236 Haisted street, This 
he conducted for five years. During 
_ this time his pity had. been aroused by the 
condition of the homeless inen of the city, 


’ and he determined to devote his life to aiding 


the unfortunates. Accordingly in 1886 he 
sold his furniture bysiness and with the 

roceeds opened the Liberty Bell lodging 
Caees in South Desplaines street. This was 
the first lodging-house in: the city in which 
any effort was made to furnish comfortable 
beds and sanitary lodgings for the same price 
which was paid: for: oven in the ol(i base- 
ment hov A Next: Mr. Lammoris opened 
the Liberty House on. West Madison street. 
Then he secured the big ouilding Nos. 87 and 
89 South Clinton street, which he opened as 
the Friendship House. After this he secured 
the Arcade, No. 164 Clark street, and the 
Norwood in Desplaines street. At the time 
of his death he was conducting the Arcade, 
the Norwood, and the Friendship House. 

Mr. Lammoris Was generous, and during 
the winter was accustomed to give frequent 
free dinners to the poor of the district. Dur- 
yng the great suffering a year ago last winter 
Mr. Lammoris did more than any one else to 
aid the poor. Thanksgiving day he gave a 
dinner to 1,800 homeless men, and the dir- 
ners he gave Christinas and New Years 
costhim more than $1,000. Besides these 
‘the expense of which was borne solely by 
him, Mr. Lammoris gave freely to the gen- 
eral relief fund and labored day and night to 
care for the poor. 

Mr. Lammoris was married thirteen years 
ago to Miss Mamie Sherman, Why survives 
him. Besides the widow he leaves‘an adopted 
daughter Mabel. This.chiid is another in- 
stance of his generosity. As he was going 
- home one winter night he found her crying 
She did not know her name 
and could tell nothing of her parents’ beyond 
. the fact that her father hada bigfarm. Mr. 
’ Lammoris took her home and notified the po- 
‘ lice. No one appearing to claim her he finally 


legally adopted her. 


‘Lammoris leaves a small estate. No 
arrangements have yet been made for the 


funeral.

JUDGE SHEPARD POPS AWAY AT 
GROVER AND GRESHAM, 


- Fakes Cleveland to Task for Broken Faith 


withthe People and Takes a Shot at 
Gresham in His Foreign Policy=Iro- 
qifois Club Democrats Listen to Speak- 
er in Good Spirits, Notwithsianding the 
Republicans Cheering Over the Local 
Victory Outside. | 

Democracy as represented by the Iroquois 
club at its banquet was cheerful last night 
despite outside circumstances, The cheerful- 
ness survived and even manifested itself in 
applause when Judge Henry M. Shepard, in 
responding to the toast. ‘* Democracy,” 
rapped the national leader of that party over 
the knuckles, gave his Secretary. of State a 
scoring, and more than mildly rebuked the 
party itself for its disregard of pledges to the 
people. 

It was, of course, a mere coincidence that 
Thomas Jefferson’s birthday, a day annually 
celebrated by the Iroquois club, shoulda fall 
on a Gate when the local Democracy sustained 
an overwhelming defeat. 

When Judge Shepard was asked to talk on 
‘* Democracy ”’ he gave at once an intimation 
that he was going to smash an idol or two. 
Criticism, he said, shou!d not be rejected, and 
certainly promis? of hope for the future would 
not be out of place. 

‘*Pride in its principles,” said Judge 
Shepard, *“‘has blinded Democracy’s eyes to 
those concrete things to which Hs principles 
should be applied. Principles are of little 
use to modern men only as they apply to 
present and practical conditions. Failure to 
realize this has resulted in Democratic defeat. 

A Bit of Nistory. 

‘*In 1884 Democracy was triumphant, but 
it was humbled four years later because 
it proclaimed a policy without recognizing 
the changes that had taken place since the be- 
ginning of the century in economic condi- 
tione.

[Ap- 
plause. | 

‘The members of the Democratic party 
are united in theories and principles, and de- 
plorably divided in their application. The 
leaders have failed to redeem pledges made 
in convention. It may be said that the in- 
tention was all right, but itis by action and 
not by intention we are judged. 

‘** Attempts to invoke the Monroe doctrine 
on lines only to be backed down from will 
not divert attention from the great questions 
of the tariff and the currency.”’ 

Then Judge Shepard got in a plea forsound 
cufrency and coutinumg said: “ Don’t let 
the shyiocks of this country and Europe have 
our gold to sell it tous again for sweat-pro- 
ducing bonds.”’

Among other things Mr. Prentiss said: 

There is no personagé in the history of Amer- 
ica more worthy tv be remembered than Thomas 
Jefferson.

Hamilton believed in the heredi- 
tary principle; Jetferson was unal- 
terably opposed to it.

Mr... Wheeler Talks of the Currency. 
. Everett P. Wheeler spoke ia part as follows: 

When I last had the honor of appearing before 
you lspokein replyto thetoast, “A Tariff for 

evenue Only.’ That sentiment was afterwards 
embodied in the memorable message of President 
Cleveland. It was incorporated in the Demo- 
cratic platform of 1892, and on it we won tiie 
victory of that year, which gave to our party for 
the first time in thirty years the contro! of all the 
branches of tne government. Notwithstandi 
the popular criticism which our management o 
this great trust has aroused we can at least con- 
gratulate the country and the party upon the

In a time of distress far more bitter than the 
present we laid the foundations of a system of 
paying obligations of the government in specie, 
which sur?ived all party changes. The war sus- 
pended it in part, but in 1878 we deciared that 

a speedy return to specie payment is demandeg, 
alike by the highest considerations of commer- 
cial morality and honest government. sg e are 
now confronted distinctiy with the cuestion 
whether in time of peace we will te to the 
Democratic principles of 1837 and 1872, main- 
tained as they have been in the party platforms 
from that time to the present, or whether we will 
haul down our flag and surrender. You may go 
to Mexico or South America or India or China. 


Every one of these countries has a silver cur @ 


rency and domestic trade based on that currency, 
but all its commerce with foreign countries is 
settled onthe basis of a gold standard. When 
Mr.- Harvey asserts that India has become more 
caper rege since 1873 he states the truth. But 
e omits to mention that the growth of ita com- 
merce is due to the construction of railways, 
which are the arteries of commerce, and alone 
made it possible for the great Indian peninsula. 
And I repeat all the transactions-of its foroign 
commerce are settled on a goid bgsis. 


Propose an Impossibility. 


When men talk of a silver standard, and of the 
possibility by act of Congress of restoring the 
present silver standard to the equivalent of the 
gold stendard, they propose an absolute impos- 
sibility. You might as well say that you can 
compel the English to reckon in dollars. or the 
Germans to reckon in francs. The whole ques- 
tion is one of the measurement of agreements. 
The practical difficulty that confronts the free 
coinage men is just this: There is a gold stand- 
ard which is known and recognized all over the 
world. There is a silvor standard in some coun- 
tries, which is constantly changing. .This stand- 
ard was once on an equality with gold, at the 
ratio of 15'4tol. But it has ceased to be on 
such equality for over twenty years. Would it 
benefit the American farmer to pass a law that a 
bushel of wheat shouid measure only sixteen 
quarts? He would sell twice as many bushels as 
he. did before, but he would: not get any more 
money for them, and when he came to seil them 
abroad, he would have to sell by some méasure 
that is recognized in foreign countries. 

‘hero are two reasons why this country of all 
countries ought to adhere loyally to the honest 
policy of paying our debts according to one fixed 
standard, eare largely exporters of wheat, 
corn, petroleum, cotton, pom gris sel American 
products. Our prosperity Sn comfort at home 
are dependent in at measure upon this foreign 
trade. True, the foreign tradeis much less in 
amount than thedomestic. But the foreign trade 
represents the surplus. What we consnme at 
home is what we actually need. What we sell 
abroad represents to a large degree the profit of 
the country. I would not push the penetration 
too far. Bat every farmer knows that what prod- 
uce he sells is what makes the profit of his farm. 
He lives upon its produce, but Se considers ita 
very poor year when he has nota surplus to 
seil. It is just so with the nation. 
And I am persuaded that a would conduce 
so much to the success of the Democratic party 
as taking firm ground on this subject. As a sub- 
sidiary coinage and a basis for the circulation of 
small notes I would seek an increased use of sil- 
ver. 1 would retire ail the government currency 
except silver certificates, redeemable in silver 
only and made a iegal tender up toa certain 
amount, to be regulated by law. 


This isthe true bimetallism. Thus, and wR, 


only, can the parity of the two metals in our car- 
rency be maintained. The free coinage of silver 
means a single silver standard. And that would 
be National disgrace and ruin.

WHOLESALE GROOERS MEET TO FIX 
THE PRIOE OF SUGAR, 


Chicago Houses Hold Aloof and Thereby 
Frustrate a Scheme Presumed to Be in 
the Interest of the Trust=—St. Louis 
Also Refuses to Come in and Helps to 
Kill the PlaneIf: Successfal It Would 
Have Added to the Cost to the Con- 


sumer, . 

For the last two days some of the dele- 
gates of the’ moribund Inter-State Whole- 
sale Grocers’ Association have been in ses- 
sion in this city with the avowed object of 
adjusting certain matters bétween the re- 
tailer and the jobber, but with the real pur- 
pose of fixing the price of sugar and thereby 
benefiting the sugar trust. Many of the del- 
egates knew nothing of this until after the 
meeting had been in session some hours. 
The attempt to help the sugar trust out of 
its many difficulties at the expense of the 
consumer was frustrated by the persistent 
refusal of the Chcago houses to have any- 
thing to do with the attempt or to attend 
the meeting. St. Louis also held aloof, and 
the result was an uncompromising fizzle, 
Had the attempt been carried through the 
effect would have been to add several cents 
a pound to the price consumers pay for 
sugar and to have entirely checked compe- 
tition ‘amongst dealers. 

The proposition which the meeting was 
asked to indorse was this: That the sugar 
trust should pay back to the wholesalers a 
quarter of a cent a pound for all sugar 
bought during 1894 on condition that the 
wholesalers buy exclusively from the trust 


"The consumer would have had to pay that 


rebate by having a prompt advance in price 
put upon sugar. To “ assist the association 
with their council,’’ as the Chairman put it, 
James Edgar of Detroit and Fred W. In- 
busch of Milwaukee were asked to attend 
the session. Mr. Edgar. represents a firm 
which handles sugar and nothing else: Mr. 
Inbusch is-thg originator of the “* equality ”’ 
plan of seling sugar. 

As sold at present sugar is handled at a 
loss by many wholesale houses. Six months 
ago an agreement was entered into that 
sugar should be sold only at a fixed price and 
there should be no cutting of rates to any 
one. This Utopian. condition lasted three 
weeks. .Then a large wholesaler caught his 
rival selling sugar in large lots at cut rates 
and he went and did the same thing himself. 
That spoiled the combination and effectually 
stopped the ‘fixed price’’ idea. Asa result 
Chicago, with its superior freight facilities, 
has invaded and taken possesion of terri- 
tory in the Southwest which hithérto had 
been sacred to other cities. Cheap sugar 
was the wedge which opened a vast.new ter- 


ritory to the Chicdgo grocers and the out- F 


of-town dealers were in despair.’ If it had 
been only sugar it would have been bad 
enough, but it was only a little while before 
retailers realized the fact that Chicago was 
headquarters for other t ings besides sugar 
and they transferred their custom. It was 
to try to prevent Chieago from driving them 
entirely out of the market that the meetings 
of the last two days were held. Chicago has 
held its own. 
St. Louis’ Defection Hurte. 

The first call for the meeting was sent out 
in the form of an invitation to jobbers to 
meet and ask wholesalers to distribute their 
goods either through the jobbers or the re- 
tailers, but not through both. This was suf- 
ficient of a grievance,to call a good many 
men together, though few af them knew 
what was going to be sprung. The first meet- 
ing was held Monday afternoon at No. 34 
Wabash ave. The room chosen was some- 
what small and-an adjournment was taken 
to Room 300 Masonic Temple. . The first 
thing discovered by’ the meeting was that 
not a soul from St. Louis was present. For 
Chicago’s opposition the meeting had been 
in a measure prepared, but St. Louis’ defec- 
tion hurt. There followed. some consulta- 
tion among the managers of the affair. 
After thirty minutes the Chairman an- 
nounced cheerfully that St. Louis delegates 
were on the way and would reach the city 
that night. This information was received 
with a ripple of derisive laughter. 

About this time,George J. Reed: of Corbin, 
May & Co., accompanied by R. A. Keyes of 
Franklin MacVeagh & Co., entered the room. 
Mr. Reed was elected Chairman. Things 
were going nicely when one of the Ohio del- 
egation began ‘to talk. about equality in 
pric es as applied to sugar. 

‘ Now, here, gentlemen,” said the Chair- 
man, rising, ‘‘ if you are going to talk ‘fixed 
prices ’ I will really have to leave. You are 
aware that Chicago is opposed to that idea.”’ 

This remark threw.a damper over the 
Ohio and Michigan delegations and the meet- 
ing dragged. As there appeared to be noth- 
ing more the meeting could do it adjourned, 
to meet at 10 o’clock Tuesday. The follow- 
ing firms were represented at this first 
meeting: Jewett Bros., Aberdgen, S. D.:

Yesterday morning’s session started off 


‘with a whoop, but no one showed up from St. 


Louis. After a lot of time had been taken 
up with minor details an Ohio delegate 

opened the serious campaign by introducing 
a resolution appointing an Executive com- 
mittee and giving it power to act for the. 
association. It was then announced that as 
soon as the Executive committee had been 
appointed it would listen toa plan which Mr. 
Inbusch had to propose, and which was war- 
ranted to bea panacea for all the ills jobbers 
have ever suffered from. Then they went to 
work and elected the following to compose 
the Executive committee: George J. Reed, 
President; R. A. Keyes, Vice-President; Or- 
rin Thacker, Secretary; W. E. Schweppe, 
Second Vice-Presflent; Samuel Mahon, 
Third Vice-President; Anthony Kelley, J. 
Edgar, M. M. Mendel, H. F. New, N. N. E. 
Dow. | 

As soon as these men had arranged them- 
selves they took F. W. Inbusch and his 
scheme into an inner room, where he talked 
vigorously for an hour and a half. At the 
expiration of that time the committee, look- 
ing decidedly bored, emerged from its retire- 
ment and announced that it had done noth- 
ing and would preserve a dignified silence 
as to why it hadn’t. Mr. Inbusch looked 
grieved and was asked if he would care to 
explain his plan to a more indulgent listener. 
Mr. Inbusch was distinctly coy, and when 
asked denied that sugar had even been 
thought of. He was not particularly clear 
as to why the meeting Nad been called and 
hastily concluded by saying he had been out 
of the sugar business for four years and 
was only in Chicago on the invitation ofa 
man from Grand Rapids. He absolutely re- 
fused to say what his plan was or how it 
worked. 

** Doesn't it have the effect of adding a 
quarter of a cent a pound to the price of 
sugar:.and benefiting the trust at the ex- 
pense-of the consumer?”’ he was asked, 

**O, no not that much,”’ he replied. 

‘*‘Is iton an eighth ofa cent basis, then?’ 

‘** Well, now I really can’t answer that. We 
have agreed to say nothing about that mat- 
ter.’’ 

James Edgar was apparently of the same 
opinion. He was asked if it was true that 
the meeting was held entirely in the inter- 
ests of the sugar trust, and his surprise at 
the question was beautiful to see. 

“ Sugar,’ he ejaculated, **‘ why who said a 
word about sugar? This isn’t a sugar meet- 
ing.”’ 

Mr. Edgar was asked why he was there. 
since he represented sugar interests entirely. 
Mr. Edgar’s answer was in effect that he 
could go where he wanted to. 

Everybody dodged and everybody denied 
that any one had ever said a word about 
either “fixed prices’”’ or “sugar.”’ Also, 
every one had something to say about a door 
keeper who was ‘‘ chump ” enough to let re- 
porters sit in a meeting half a day without 
knowing it.

IOWA MULCT LAW IS CONSTITUTIONAL, 


State Supreme Court Decides the Measure 
Ia Not Defective, 

Des Moines, Ia., April 2.—[Special.]—In the 
case of the State of Iowa vs. J. l. Forkner 
and W. M. Moore, involving the mulct liquor 
law, the Supreme Court today held the law 
to be constitutional. It was insisted first 
that the act was unconstitutional because 
the title does not sufficiently set forth the 
purpose of the law. This point is overruled. 
It was argued that the law gave to voters of 
certain cities power to abrogate a prohib- 
itory law, a ‘power which the Legislature 
cannot delegate. The court answers that 
the mulct law is a general law, applicable to 
all. communities. The lagt point raised was 
that the law is unconstitutional because it 
grants to people of localities the pardoning 
power. The court says the law does not re- 
mit any fines or forfeitures, for none is im- 
posed. Judge Kinn, the only Democrat on 
the bench, filed a lengthy dissenting opinion.
